Bulletin of the New England Section 


of tbe U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 


The following is the United States 


department of agriculture climate and 
crop bulletin of tho weather bureau, 
Now England section, for the week 
ending July 31: 


Crops, as a rule, ore in good condi- 


tion. 
Many exceptions, of course, are 


noted, but most conditions are more re- 
assuring than otherwiso. Hay has been 
secured in nearly all districts and a 
most satisfactory crop has resulted. 
Only a very little remains to be made. 
Corn is not altogether satisfactory, and 
is rotting in some, places. 
Oats and 


barley aro 
giving 
good 
promise. 


Fruits aro only a fair crop, except ap- 
plea, which are very poor. 
Potat 


and beans are doing well, though poi 
toes are not everywhere reported as 
ing as well as usual. 


Oats are in fair condition; there 


some reports of mat, and that tht-y 
dying or ripening only half filled; how- 
ever, in most sections they ore filling 
wdl. Homo oaU aro cnt. A fair crop 
of rye is harvested. 
Barley is doing 


well. Borne sections of Vermont report 
that buckwheat ia not yet out of the 
ground. 


Excellent haying weather baa breii 


experienced over tho whole section. 
Hay of superior quantity and quality 
hab boon gathered into tho barns. 
In 


all districts whore there is hay yet to bo 
mitdo, tho work is being hurried as fast 
as possible. In some sections of Mas- 
sachusetts fodder is poor, and pastures 
iro so dry that cattle are being fed from 
barns. 


Potatoes ura much in need of rain 


throughout the entire section. 
Somo 


diatiictH roport potatoes well advanced, 
but tho crop will be light. There aro 
few new potatoes us yet, although some 
ha\o boon marketed. 
Beans are, also 


pumpkins 
and 
oncniubnrH, 
doing 


well, and give promiwo. Ptas Imvo been 
injured. 
Hijuashes are afailuro, us are 


also pnrupluns and cucmnibirs, owing 
to the ImgH. Tomatoes are very late.

New York, July ai.—In tbe United 


States circuit court for the southern 
district of New Xork yesterday th* 
government, through Marion Krwln ot 
Georgia, recently appointed special as- 
sistant attorney general, as solicitor, 
ttnd General Henry JL.

ulently converted to his own use.

and shows that some $-114,437.50 of the 
securities disappeared at the time of 
the institution of the court martial 
proceeding In the fall of ISO".

Into tbe purchase by O. M. Carter of 
Improved real estate In Eighth avenue, 
valued at about $40.000, 
About $10,- 


000, it is charged, was Invested in a 
loan to Burue Gordon of Savannah, se- 
cured by a policy of Insurance, an in- 
nocent borrower, who stands ready to 
pay over the money to whoever is en- 
titled to It. It traces certain of the 
trust funds Into the purchase by 0. M. 
Carter of Improved real Estate in 
Orange, N. J., valued at ifOUOOO.

brother, I. Stanton Carter, a power of 
attorney to dispose of any of his prop- 
erty, and this brother and Lorenzo D.

They de- 
clared that, despite the belief of offi- 
cials of the United States of Colombia, 
the general was either In Maracalbo or 
Curacao, he had actually entered the 
territory of Colombia and was organiz- 
ing an army to oppose the government 
forces. They said they expected let- 
ters on the Red D line steamship Hll- 
dur, due today from. South American 
ports, which would tell where he had, 
established his headquarters. 


"One of the most interesting state- 


ments made was that the funds to 
make possible a renewal of the revolu- 
tionary campaign had been subscribed 
largely by prominent Masons of this 
country and Europe, Including many 
rich members of the order lu this city. 
It was declared that the subscribers 
w«f«? actuated by a desire to punish the 
clerical party in Colombia for alleged 
outrages on the Maeous of the country. 
General Uribe-Uribi? and many of his 
lekding supporters are Masons. 


"General Uribe-Urlbe Is represented 


here by llnoul Perez, his private secre- 
tary, and Dr. A. J. Hestrepo, who arriv- 
ed two weeks ago from a European 
tour in the Interest of the revolutionary 
movement. They occupy apartments In 
the Hoffman Arms, Fifty-ninth street 
and Madison avenue. 


General L'rlbe-Urlbe was in this city 


from January until June 15 last, when 
be sailed under an assumed name for 
Venezuela on the steamer Caracas. Tbe 
manner of his departure has been a 
mystery until now, and his friends still 
refuse to tell how he was enabled to 
cross the Colombian border.

"It struck me as curious that the wom- 


en of the south, who had been such a 
help and inspiration to the soldiers all 
through the war, should have forgotten 
all about them just when they most need- 
ed assistance.

"The letters were to 90 women in St. 


Louis who had either lived through the 
war or whose fathers had, and I asked 
them to meet me at the Southern hotel. 
That was in November, 18S'J. Nearly all 
of them came, and we talked it over and 
decided to organize. At that very first 
meeting we had more than $200 given us 
from the members and from men who 
were interested. 


"Then I wasn't satisfied' to have the 


society only in St. Louis, so I scut let- 
ters to some of the little towns and sug- 
gested their forming branches. Many of 
them did, and the representatives of a lot 
of those who wished to help met nie once 
in St. Louis and told me afterward they 
were a good bit disgusted to find the 
woman who was trying to start the-work 
knew less about the Confederacy than 
most of them did, but by the time our St. 
Louis society bad grown to a membership 
of 300 there were between 500 and OOU 
working in the state. 


"What we were working for was a 


state home for Confederate soldiers. We 
built it in two years, at HaKensville, and 
the building alone cost $23,000. There 
are 350 acres of land, and every penny 
was earned by the Daughters or subscrib- 
ed by those who -were Interested in what 
we were doing.

SliouBtl Have Responsibilities. 


^Foreigners for a long time have been 


•drawing contrasts between the quick in- 
telligence and varied accomplishments of 
American women and the commonplace 
and limited interests of American men. 


Pushed to its logical conclusion, we 


should have to assume that ultimately 
the women who really count, the women 
who are really best worth while, will lor 
the most pare remain unmarried, preserv- 
ing: Tin attitude toward men that is sym- 
bolized by a. "sniff," and that men .will 
marry their 'inferiors and perpetuate the 
race on the principle of the survival of, 
the unfittest. This would be a bad thing 
all around, both in its effects upon our 
social life and. also (which is less obvious 
at first sight) upon our intellectual life. 


The real defect in our present system 


is not an educational defect at all. It 
is rather to be found in the unnatural 
separation of interests between man and 
woman which forms so striking a feature 
of the social and' domestic life of this 
country. 


In France, in Germany, in England, 


everywhere, Inde«d, in the western world 
outside of the United States, a woman 
does not vtew her husband's life work as 
segregated, from her own interests. 


For_ all this pur men are primarily re- 


sponsible. It is a matter of honor with 
them that .their women shall have no 
cares, no anxieties and few responsibili- 
ties. _T6e man bears his burdens all 
alone in. order that the woman may be 
light 'of heart. 
He sits in hts stuffy 


oSSc<y throughout the summer so that she 
ma»' have her cottage in the country or 
her'voyage to Europe. He holds his nose 
perpetually upon the grindstone and be- 
coy aes narrow and limited and rather dull 
in,' order that she ma# btt tree to learn and 
to observe and to enjoy.

A Healthful Bath. 


The most refreshing bath in summer is 


the cold plunge, but some constitution)) 
cannot stund it. A uariu "tub," with a 
sponge bath ot cold water to follow, is Q 
modification adapted to less robust con- 
stitutions. To many persons even that is 
not beneficial, aud warm or tepid water 
is best. It is always advisable to con- 
sult one's physician in regard to the kind 
most helpful, says the Washington Star. 
Healthy people may take a tepid bath, 
one In which the temperature varies from 
b2 to 90 degrees, twice a day—when they 
rise and when they retire. They should 
remain in tbe tub not longer than ten 
minutes. For delicate persons this bath 
should be indulged in but once a day — 
before breakfast. Healthy persons may 
substitute for the tepid bath the cold 
bath (temperature from 33 to 75 degrees), 
while delicate ones should never risk it 
for more than five minutes before break- 
fast. 
After bathing tlie body must be 


dried as quickly as possible with rough 
towels. 
Bath towels are seldom large 


enough. They can scarcely be too large 
and are recommended of a size to envul- 
op tbe body and dry it at once. 
If the 


bath leaves the body feeling chilled, it is 
an indication not that bathing should be 
eschewed, but that that special kind of 
bath is not at the time adapted to one's 
physical condition. 


Xe\v broad is well known to be less di- 


gestible than stale bread, although it need 
not be so. 
There can be no question, 


however, of the vastly superior flavor of 
tlio former, and hence the preference of 
many puople for hot rolls for breakfast. 
So far the palate wonld appear not to be 
n safe- guide to digestion. Hot rolls how- 
ever, \\heu masticated properly should 
not ofter any difficulty to the digestive 
orjrans. 
A hlico of stale bread 011 beiiit; 


biokou with the teeth resolves into more 
or IOS.H hard, gritty particles •uhich, unless 
they were softened by the saliva, Mould 
he almost impossible to swallow. 
The 


particles would irritate the thioat uiul 
the g"llet. The fact is, therefore, that 
man is compelled thoroughly to masticate 
and to impregnate stale broad with saliva 
befoie he s\\allo\\ii it. This act, of course, 
partially digests the bread aud thus makes 
it in a tit Mute for digestion and absorp- 
tion farther on in the alimentary tract. 
This is why stale bread appears to be 
more digestible than new bread. 


Now broad, on the contrary, is soft, 


doughy or plastic, and there appears to 
hi: no necessity to soften it with saliva; 
hence it escapes the preliminary digestive 
action of the ptyalin of the saliva. 
Now 


broad, in other ^ords, is in reality "bolt- 
ed," and "bolting" accounts for mnny of 
the ills itrimtii; fiom dyspepsia. 
Accord- 


ingly hot rolls should be enjoyed 
for 


brcakfiibt without fear of dyspepsia so 
IOIIK as the bread is pood and so long as 
pains are taken to masticate it thorough- 
ly.

Charlotte Bronte's dullness when in so- 


ciety is well known, and the deplorable 
lack of ease exhibited by this most charm- 
ing of novelists on. the occasion of a visit 
to the home of Thackeray is cleverly told 
by the latter's daughter. "The little nov- 
elist couldn't or wouldn't talk. Every- 
body sat about in gloom and constraint, 
and Thackeray finally, in despair, ran 
nway to his club. It was," the writer 
declared,•'""the dullest evening I ever 
spent, though jears afterward I recalled 
it with infinite amusement. It also serv- 
ed to illustrate the chief characteristics 
of the two people—the great humorist's 
impatience of social discomfort and Char- 
lotte Bronte's lack of social gifts." 


Aud to the observer it further proves 


the importance of knowledge of polite 
customs. Not all Charlotte Bronte's nat- 
ural brilliancy could prevent the embar- 
rassment she experienced when in con- 
tact with thoso who were accustomed to 
social usages, with which she was unfa- 
miliar. 


A similar account of her lack of ease, 


which created a sense of awkwardness in 
those around her, is given by Mr. George 
•Smith, her publisher, during a stay made 
at his house. 


"We did tho utmost to entertain her," 


he says, "yet while her subsequent letters 
showed that sbe was pleased with ua, I 
am afraid she was never quite at ease 
with my mother and sisters, who found 
her a very difficult guest. She was quiet 
and remarkably self absorbed and gave 
the impression that she was continually 
analyzing the people whom she met."—

According to Professor Spalding. the 


white pine tree seldom attains a height 
greater than 100 feet or a diameter of 
more than 40 inches. A tree ot this va- 
riety once measured by the division of 
forestry of the department of agriculture 
was 170 feet tall and 48 inches thick. 
The tree was 4GO years old. 
It was a 


little sapling 50 years before Columbus 
sailed from Palos. 


It Is not an easy tree to propagate, so 


many of tho seeds being unfertile. 
It 


docs not, as a rule, produce flowers and 
cones until it is 15 or 20 years old. Dur- 
ing the first decade of its life it will grow 
about one foot every 12 months, and it 
grows a little faster till maturity. A 
tree 20 years old ought to be about 25 
feet high, and at 30 or 40 years of age it 
ought to measure about 00 feet.

EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


The Hev. John Wenkty'* "Collection 


of Receipts" For the Treatment ot 
the 111" uml Aehen ot Humanity. 
Bleeding a Consumptive. 


In these days of hygienic reform and 


"methods" of treating disease without 
medicine at all it is interesting to read a 
volume printed by Parry Hall, Chestnut 
street, Philadelphia, in 1747 aud compil- 
ed by John Wesley. It is u curious mix- 
ture of matt-rial remedies and religious 
exhortation. Th*re are a few copies of 
the book in existence, but one unearthed 
recently was the occasion of much amuse- 
ment at a convention ot physicians. The 
book is substantially bound in leather, 
and the few illustrations are as primitive 
as tbe remedies. 


The preface deals with the raison 


d'etre of the work, incidentally recalling 
how "man was sent Irom the hands of 
God perfect, needing no physic; but, re- 
belling against the sovereign of all, tho 
seeds of pain and sickness were lodged 
in the body and a thousand disorders, 
increased by everything around us. The 
sun and rnoon shed unwholesome inllu- 


nees from above; the earth exbuleb poi- 


sonous damps from below; the air itself 
thnt surrounds us is replete with the 
shafts of death; yea, the food we cat 
daily sops the foundations of life." 


The preface further states: "As to the 


manner of using the remedies here set 
down, I should advise, as &oon as you 
know your disorder (which is easy unless 
in a case of complication of disorders, 
and then you would do well to apply to a 
physician who fears God): First, use 1he 


i'diciiK'3 first advised for that disease; 


the second, if that is of none effect; the 
third, and so on. 
To persevere in lh<; 


coun>e is often rnorc than half the cure. 
Above nil, add to the rest (for it is not 
labor lost) that old fashioned medicine, 
prayer uu«l fuith in God." 


A postscript to the preface is addressed 


to Ilie members of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church and feigned by Thomas Coke 
and Francis Asbury, introducing tho 
Work to American brethren. It begiiiR: 


"Friends and brethren, the great inter- 


est of your souls will over be near our 
hearts, but we cannot bo unmindful of 
your bodies." 


The work proper is entitled "A Collec- 


tion of lleceiplh" and recites in alphabet- 
ical order tho "disorders" of that time 
and their remedies. In the A's are a list 
of panaceas against ague. 
To "go into 


a cold bath just before a fit" IB added tho 
wholesome advice, "Nothing tends morn 
to prolongnp au ague than indulgence in 
n hizy, indolent disposition." 
Another 


remedy for ague is to "apply to the stom- 
ach a large onion, split." Still another is: 
"Make s>ix middling pills of cobwebs. 
Take one before the cold fit, two a little 
before the next, the oilier three, it need 
be, before the other fit." 


Parenthetically nro Introduced some 


gentle hints for "tender persons" and 
"the studious." "Tender persons should 
constantly go to bed at 0 arid rise at 4 or 
f>. 
Studious people should 
frequently 


bathe and frequently wash their feet." 


T«r wnter is n standard remedy in the 


greiit John Wesley's family medicine 
book, lie gives the formula for making 
it: "Put 
a gallon, of water (cold) on a 


quart of Norway tar, stir them together 
with a flat stick for five minutes. 
After 


it bus stood for three days pour the wa- 
ter off clcnr; bottle, cork. 
For St. An- 


thony's lire take a wlneglassjCul every 
hour." 


There is no mention made of flytimc in 


this pungent remedy for baldness: 
"Huh 


the port night and morning with a raw 
onion until rod; rub afterward with hon- 
ey. Tried. Or electrify daily." 


How does modern hydropathy compare 


with this instance: "Miss Bates of Leices- 
tershire bathed daily, using the cold bath 
for a month and drinking only water. 
This cured her of a cuuccr in the breast, 
a consumption and a sciatic rheumatism." 


There are various remedies for 
con- 


sumption. 
After recommending tho cold 


biTth Mr. Wesley says: "Take no food 
but new buttermilk churned in n. bottle 
and white bread. On every morning cut 
up n little turf of fresh enrtli and, lying 
do'.vn, breathe into the hole for a quarter 
of an hour. I have known a deep con- 
sumptive cured this 
way." 


lie further states: "Mr. 
Mathers ot 


Evcsham was BO far gone in consump- 
tion thnt he could not stand alone. I>r. 
iJovcr (of tho celebrated Dover's pow- 
der) advised him to lose six -ounces of 
blood daily for n fortnight—if ho lived 
that long—and then every other day, 
then every third day, and so on. In three 
months he was well." 


"For 
dull sight: Drop In two or three 


drops of the juice of rotten apples often." 


This one does not sound unreasonable, 


as rosemary forms an Ingredient in many 
hair restoratives: "To tnalie the hair 
grow wash every night ia a strong decoc- 
tion of rosemary." 


"For hoarseness: Bob the soles of the 


feet before the fire with garlic and lard, 
well beaten together/' 


"For the Illiac Passion (colic): Hold a 


live puppy constantly on the breast; or, 
take, ounce by ounce, n pound cr a pound 
and a half of quicksilver." 


To prevent wrinkles nnd insure long 


life: "Take tar water night -and morn- 
ing, 
or decoction of nettles (either of 


these will renew the youthful strength 
for some years), or be electrified dully, 
or chew cinnamon dally." • 


For the sting of a bee or n nettle there 


is tho homeopathic remedy ot honey for 
one and the juice of the ncttlo for tho 
other. 


Here is a poultice that should stick: 


"For a stitch In the side apply treacle 
on toast (hot)." 


An extraordinary disease called "twist- 


ing of the guts" has an extraordinary, 
remedy: "Many ot the point of death 
have boon cured by taking, ounce by 
ounce, one, two or three pounds of quick- 
gilvor." 


After agnin recommending his collec- 


tion of recipes Mr. Wesley forcibly adds: 
"Rut 1 still advise, in complicated cnses, 
let every ono apply without delay to a 
phytjicinn that fears God, For from ono 
who docs not, be hla name ever so great, 
J should expect a curse rather than a 
bles8iug."--WjinBaii City Star.

Some of tlie Modern Trick* of tbe 


Trndt—Fine Gold ScttlusH U»ed For 
Bogua 'StoneH—The Halo Arouud a 
Oeitninc 1'eurl. 
Although the imitation of jewels has 


been practiced for a century or more 
there arc comparatively new develop- 
ments in the industry every few years, 
and the business has of late attained 
enormous proportions. Tho majority of 
these stones are made abroad, and hence 
they arc imported. But while they are 
exceedingly cheap and the duty is low 
the attempt is occasionally made to smug- 
gle them, into the country, and a seizure 
results. 
Again, the imitation is some- 


times so good that even the customs offi- 
cers are puzzled for a time. However, it 
is always possible for an expert to tell 
the difference if he has sufficient oppor- 
tunity to apply the proper tests. 


Imitations of the diamond, topaz, emer- 


ald, amethyst and turquoise are visually 
made of paste or strass, which is nothing 
more than a particularly fine grade of 
glass, to which, if the stouo is colored, 
the proper hue has been imparted by tho 
addition to some mineral substance. 
There is at least one European house, 
though, which professes to add carbon to 
its diamond composition, thus securing 
greater hardness than would otherwise 
be possible. 


In London btill another plan is pursued 


to improve the paste diamond. Genuine 
diamond dust, produced by the cutting 
of jewels, is treated with acid, reduced 
to a plastic state and then rolled out in 
exceedingly thin sheets. This veneer 
is cut into the proper shape and cement- 
ed on the faces of the strass. Glass dia- 
monds cnn be bought for a few cents 


leu un&et, i-nt a veneered diamond is 


worth nearly ?1. A high degree o£ skill 
is required in its preparation. 


There are several methods of distin- 


guishing between a true diamond and 


stc. 
Hydrofluoric acid will vat glass, 


aut will not affect the genuine stone. A 
nlo makes no impression on the latter 
either. 
Finally u real diamond contin- 


ues to glitter when immersed in water. 


Some artificial rubies are of paste; oth- 


ers have the same composition as the 
genuine wtone, which consists of corun- 
dum. 
The latter variety of imitation 


ruby has tho proper hardness and spe- 
cific gravity, a ad the color is faultless. 
It can be distinguished from the trnc 
ruby only by a powerful 
magnifying 


glass. 
Kingul.irly enough, the genuine 


article is identified by its defects. There 
are natural flaws in it not found in the 
imitation, although tho imitation also 
possesses other characterises (minute 
bubble>. for instance) which are readily 
recognized. 
On some stones, like the 


topaz and emerald, it is not wise to use 
n tile. They are not hard enough to re- 
sist it. The magnifying glnss is the sur- 
est means of ascertaining the character 
of these jewels. 


Owing no doubt to the fact that pearls 


are often worn in strings instead of sin- 
gly of in pairs, like diamonds, the busi- 
ness of manufacturing imitations of them 
is fur more extensive than any kindred 
branch of the industry, except perhaps 
the malting of bogus turquoises and em- 
eralds and rubies for bolt buckles. And 
inasmuch as most of these imitation 
pearls are exceedingly cheap it is possi- 
ble for anybody to buy them. Thus one 
mny get a card bearing a dozen stickpins 
with imitation pearl heads for from 10 
to 15 ctnts. If the stones were genuine, 
they would be worth from $100 to $200. 


There are uovernl kinds of imitation 


pearls. One is a glass bead filled with 
composition. The glass is often not over 
a sixty-fourth of an Inch thick. There 
are several different compositions used. 
One looks very much like paraffin. 
A 


bead filled with that material would 
crush oasily. 
In other globular pearls, 


pierced for stringing, a harder substance 
Is employed. There is an imported imita- 
tion pearl whose shell is said to be made 
of fishskin and whose filling is n com- 
pound in which there is ground mother of 
pearl, the lustrous lining of the oyster 
shell, wherein the real pearl is produced. 
This sort of jewel costs a dollar or two, 
and n string of GO would sell for $150. 
Real pearls of the same size nnd beauty 
would bring fully a hundred times that 
price. 


Although the manufacture of imitation 


pearls was long confined to Europe, it is 
now conducted in this country also. A 
New Yorlj house, the first to engage in 
the business, introduced a novelty to the 
trade a lew years ago. 
It made solid 


pearls In addition to the filled ones. The 
composition employed is as hard as rock. 
It is almost impossible to break these 
jewels, and their luster, color and ingen- 
ious Irregularity of form will deceive any 
one who does not use n magnifying glass 
on them. 
Tbe head of this house tella 


many amusing stories about the mistakes 
made by expert jewelers aud pawnbro- 
kers \vhen these stones first made their 
appearance. 
Of course it is not easy to 


fool an experienced person; still the ex- 
pert must use a powerful lens in order to 
ascertain the real character of a pearl. 
He will not trust the naked eye. Occa- 
sionally a jeweler will say: "No, T cannot 
detect an imitation pearl eight or ten 
feet away, but if I hold it in my hand I 
can see the difference betaveen that and 
tho real thing. There's m sort of halo 
around tbe genuine article •which is un- 
mistakable." 
But other men in the 


trade frankly odmit that only by means 
ot a microscope can they discriminate. 


A fashion has sprang up of late years 


•which enhances the deception produced 
by imitation jewels. If a paste diamond 
is set in a brass ring or an imitation pearl 
is mounted on a German silver pin, a 
sharp eyed observer might suspect tho 
character of the jewel, but when the set- 
ting is of 14 carat or 18 carat gold and 
tho manufacturer has lavished more or 
less artistic skill on tho design of a ring 
or stud or clasp a different impression is 
created. 


When one first gets an idea of tho 


enormous extent to which imitation jew- 
els are sold and worn, ho naturally won- 
ders whether the trndo in genuine stones 
ban been affected. But a little inquiry in 
the proper quarter vlll^ satisfy him that 
It has not. The fonner'are purchased by 
a class of people who cannot afford the 
lattery-New ¥ork Tribune. 


I am going to tell you something about 


the uneducated Sioux women., their dress 
and their home life. The Sioux woman 
does more work than the man docs. Of 
course, the women . do not know very 
much about housekeeping. Iu fact, they 
don't know anything about it. They live 
in log cabins, with only the ground for 
the floor, and they have but one room. 
In that room they have their beds in one 
corner, their trunks around the sides, 
and they often have beautiful beadwork 
hanging on the walls. They have a large 
stcfve as near the center of the room as 
'they can. On that stove you will always 
find a coffeepot and teakettle, and they 
are always kept full. If the women have 
coffee to drink, they are happy. They 
think it is a great medicine; they call it 
the black medicine. 


In the summer the Indian women do 


most of their cooking out of doors. They 
put short poles on each side of their fire 
and a third slick across from one to the 
other, and on this they hang their kettle. 
The women when at home are almost al- 
ways sitting in their tepee doing some 
kind of beadwork. 


The women are always getting up 


some kind of a feast — that is, they have 
them very often — and especially if one of 
their sons or daughters gets married they 
will spend their last cent to make a great 
feast. 
They have a certain man go 


around and tell every one to come to that 
feast whenever it may be; then when he 
has come back and told them that he has 
told every one the women give him a 
horse. 
When they have the feast, the 


women all dress up in their brightest 
colors, paint their faces and put all the 
beadwork they can on their little chil- 
dren. They have a great time talking, 
especially the old women and men. 


The women's dresses are made with 


only two seams, one on each side, so it 
makes n very loose dress. It is short in 
the back and front and long on the sides, 
and they almost always wear a long, 
beaded belt and a shawl. In fact, they 
wear a shawl all the time. When it is 
not around the head and shoulders, it is 
tied around the waist. They never wear 
n hat of any kind. Even on the hottest 
days they are bareheaded.— Sioux Girl in 
Good Housekeeping. 


SCENES FAMOUS IN HISTORY. 


Courthouse "Where Patrick Henry 


IHiide His Speech Still Standing. 


The SCPJIO of Patrick Henry's great 


speech on the stamp act is one of the 
inobt charming little buildings in Ameri- 
ca, the old courthouse at Williamsburg, 
VM., which was designed by Sir Christo- 
pher Wren, the architect of St. Paul's 
cathedral and other of the most famous 
public edifices of England, says a writer 
in the Chicago Herald. It stands today 
iu an excellent state of preservation nnd 
looks very small compared with the ordi- 
nary county courthouse of modern Amer- 
ica; but, unlike many of them, it is a 
chaste and symmetrical example of ar- 
chitecture, beautiful in its simplicity. 


The room in which the house of bur- 


gesses met on that memorable occasion 
is unchanged and is still used for judi- 
cial purposes. livery Saturday morning 
a justice of the peace occupies the bench 
and imposes fines upon the petty offend- 
ers, mostly negroes, who are brought be- 
fore him. The remainder of the build- 
ing, which is of n single story, furjjjshes 
quarters for the county clerk, county 
treasurer nnd other local officials. 


It is an interesting historical fact that 


Patrick Henry wrote his famous resolu- 
tions upon the fly leaf of Thomas Jeffer-

nies. 


Jefferson aud Henry rnet n few years 


before at the house of Mr. Dandridge, the 
father of Martha Washington, where 
they spent several pleasant clays together 
nnd began a friendship that lasted until 
political differences divided them toward 
the end of their lives. Wrhen Henry came 
frequently to Williamsburg, he shared 
Jefferson's bed for the lack of money to 
pay a hotel bill, and thus their intimacy 
continued.

which is mostly true: Some years ago I 
was playing in a golf match in India 
(Bangalore versus Madras) when a hawk 
suddenly swopped down on my ball and 
carried it off in its claws.

Tbe Younar Bird'a Ftr»t Danger After 


Breaking • Hole In It* Sh«ll I» 
Death br Drowning—No Swimming 


, For tbe Growing F Off In. 


Duck culture as a baiiness proposition 


is not so simple as it seems. To one at 
all expert in tbla line the hatching and 
fearing of ducks are a comparatively sim- 
ple matter, and there is a chance to figure 
out what the product will be from a giv- 
en number of egg«, In this respect there 
is a difference between ducks and chick- 
ens, for a certain percentage of duckft can 
be raised and marketed under given con- 
ditions, 
i 


Through tbe eastern states there are 


many large plants devoted entirely to the 
rearing of ducks. One man, a pioneer iu 
the business, keeps 2,000 breeding ducks 
in stock'at ail times and has each one as 
near a perfect specimen of Its kind as can 
be louiad. One ot the largest plants turns 
out about 50,000 ducks annually, and in. 
the helglit of the killing season it is no ex- 
aggeration to say the feathers fairly fly 
ou this place. In this plant the number 
of ducks that will be sent to market can 
be estimated from the first few hatches 
made early ia the season, as the propor- 
tion of ducks hatched to the number of 
eggs placed in tbe incubators will ba 
maintained throughout the season. 


In market ducks the big white Peklaa 


find the greatest fuvor. The Pekin is a 
hummer In the way of a market duck, as 
It grows rapidly aud is hardy and white, 
which makes it pick clean and its feath- 
ers salable. A good price is paid for duck 
feathers. 


The best point about the Pekiiis, in th» 


eyes of the poultryman who is in tho busi- 
ness for profit, is the rapidity with which, 
they grow and the fact that they grow 
better out of the water than in it. It i» 
B common, thing for experts to raise Pe- 
king that weigh six pounds when 10 
weeks old. Ducks that weigh under five 
pounds at that age are a reflection on the 
•kill of the poultryman who turns them 
out. An expert with chickens is not al- 
ways succeBefui.in the handling of ducks, 
BS the quackers need to be handled dif- 
ferently at all times. 
A difference in 


found at the outset, as 28 dayu are re- 
quired In which to hatch a duckling. 
while a chick needs only 21 days In whic'' 
to complete the process of nature thai 
puts it into the world to scratch for « 
lining. 


The best work In producing ducks U 


done with an incubator, which will hatch 
more and better ducklings than an old 
duck or a hen. • For incubating purposes 
the humble hen surpasses the duck, 
•trnnge as It may seem. But, whatever 
way it is hatched, the duckling in much 
more interesting and amusing than a 
chick shortly after hatching. 


A chick that cannot work itself out of 


:he shell in short order Is not worth both- 
ring with, while a duck that is helped 
out of the shell is just as good as one 
hat scrambles out without assistance. 
When the duckling is ready to hatch, 
t taps a small hole in the shell and then 
stops to consider if it Is worth while to 
do any more than that. It lies In the 


ll for a duy without making- any fur- 


ther effort to get out aud here is beset 
With its first danger—death by drowning. 
It seems odd to think that a duck would 
die in such an ignominious way, but prac- 
tical poultrymen know that it is a danger 
that makes a difference on the wrong 
side of the ledger if it isn't guarded 
against, which ia an easy matter. 


When the duck lins tftpped a hole.in th« 


shell, it lies ou its back if it is a well be- 
tinved youngster. Some of them, are un- 
ruly, and they turn the egg over until the 
bole iu the shell is beneath them. This 
wouldn't matter were it not for the fact 
that tbe duckling has its bill pressed 
against the opening in order to get air. 
When the egg is turned over, the fluid rw 
mnining in the shell flows to the opening; 
fills the tiny bill and the opening at the 
same time, and the foolish duckling chokes 
to death, unless some one happens along 
and turns the right side of the egg up- 
ward. 


If the duck doesn't come out of the egg 


in proper time, the poultryman takes it 
out of the incubator and examines it. He 
breaks away part of the shell, being care- 
ful to rupture no blood vessels iu the 
duckling, inserts a finger into the shell 
and yanks the duckling's head out. 
If 


ducklings can express their feelings, they 
are certainly pleased when this operation 
Is performed. 


The ducklings, which look like so many 


fluffy golden bolls, are left iu the incu- 
bator to dry off, during which time they 
are as lively as crickets. They run and 
hop about, bump into each other and arfe 
continually searching for something to 
eat. From the first they are fed a com- 
bination of grains, with a large propor- 
tion of meat. The more meat they get, 
within reasonable bounds, the better they 
•will thrive. 
With a proper degree of 


heat and suitable food not more than 2 
per cent ought to be lost. 


But, abov* all things, they must be 


kept away from water. If they are al- 
lowed to paddle in or run through water, 
they will certainly die or be so badij 
crippled that they will not be available 
for market. 


They are allowed to drink only when 


eating, and then the water is absolutely 
necessary. 
Without it the ducks canno 


pet the food down their throats. They 
fill their bills with food, into which sufii 
cient grit has been placed to fit out their 
digestive apparatus, and then try to gulp 
it down. The food is always moist, bu 
they "cannot force jt down until they have 
run over to "a fountain and washed it 
down with a swallow of water. They 
•lop the water all around their quarters. 
Into which dry earth must be placed fre- 
quently in order to keep down the damp* 
ness. 


While the rearing of ducks Is simple 


enough, as has been said, it ia another 
matter to make a good profit out of them. 
They eat voraciously and must b« killed 
at a certain time to pick properly. 
. For the first tew weeks ot early spring 
they bring good prices, after which the 
price depends on the supply and demand. 
One season, for instance, the first con- 
siguments of broilers brought in New 
York city 50 cents a pound at -wholesale. 
In a short time the price tumbled until it 
got dovyn to 11 cents a pound, and there 
was no money in it at the latter figure.— 
Ket" York fttail and Express.

China and in less than 300 years has al- 
most removed beards from the faces of 
the men of the empire," observed an in- 
telligent Chiuaman to a Washington Star 
reporter.

In time the people found 
out tbat there was no particular use for 
a beiird and that the wearing of it waa 
expensive oujside of the time actually 
occupied in trimming or shaving it. How 
many Americans of today are forced to 
spend several hours a w«ek iu a barber'* 
chair? Mauy men tbat I know, Ameri- 
cans uud Europeans as well, spend 20 
minutes iu the barber's chair every day. 


"The Chinaman of the olden times—the 


kind oC Chiuaman who figures as a pirat* 
in your prints, for the good Cuiuamam 
never seems to have got his picture ia 
your books at all until within tbe last 50 
years at most—always wore a long beard 
in reality as well as in the pictures. But 
even lie found out that there was no ne- 
cessity for it. The learned men of the 
empire were asked to consider the mat- 
ter, aud they arrived at the conclusion 
that dry shaving was to some extent a 
remedy. Anyhow, official edicts were is- 
•upd giving this information. 
The old 


fellows who had beards of course were 
not in it, and they lived out their days 
;nd passed out of existence with full 
>eards, but tbe young were asked to 'drj 
have.' 
"Thus the reform started, and in fivo 
ir six generations of people the beard 
IQS practically disappeared, so that the 
iVerage Chinaman of today docs not have 
o devote ovv/onu-half hour in a mouth 
o keep his faci- hairless. In the next 
wo generations beards are expected to 
iisappear absolutely. 
It took time to 


>ring this about, but ia the life of a na- 
ioa such a thing as a century should not 
«> allowed to count much. I think beard* 
vould disappear from Americans ana 
Suropeaus in live generations ot people 
t the people wanted to have them, disup 
pear."
